2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 2, 7, and 8 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 6,566,353 B2 (BISHOP et al). 

BISHOP et al teaches a method of treating hypercalcemia associated with malignant or neoplastic cells, comprising the cells with an 
effective amount of a Vitamin D compound having a hydrocarbon moiety at the C24 position, where the cells are cancers of the 
bladder (See claims 1 and 2). See the entire document, especially lines 52-67 in col. 2, lines 1-65 in col. 3, examples, and claims. 

Claims 2, 7, and 8 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over US 6,566,353 B2 (BISHOP et al) for the 
reasons cited above. 

Instant claims differ from the reference in claiming a more specific scope. The reference can treat a variety of different cancers, 
while the instant invention focuses on the bladder. 

One skilled in the art would be motivated to treat cancerous bladder cells with a vitamin D compound because the prior art teaches 
the same method. 

Claims 2, 7, and 8 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
